The Station 
hasn't noticed any unusual references to the murder of AfiPHODARCH-1 in the 
local press since lifting of the censorship. However, about 3 April 
AMPHODARCH-l's niece again visited the Esbassy and talked to the Citizen¬ 
ship Officer, reopening the case of AiKiODARCK-l and asking whether some-. 
thing could not be dona by the Embassy regarding his nnirder, \lhen the 
Citizenship Officer, after checking the files, told her that as AMPKODARCH-l 
was not a citizen and therefore he could do nothing about the mtter, the 
niece left the Eubassy obvlotisly annoyed and disappointed. No further visits 
to the EirJbassy by AlQPHOQARCH-l's faslly have cone to the attention of the 
Station, and no contact has been made with that family. Efforts are being 
Bade, with the assistance of the local ODk^NVY, to identify the killer or 
killers of this agent, for the record. 

3. On 9 April 1957, the cut-out AMANTELOPE contacted AlQ'rfOnARCH-3 
and is now in regular weekly touch with that agent. In addition to a certain 
amount of reporting upon student and university events, A!TH0DARCH-3'8 
principal current task is maintaining contact with AifPHODARCH-6 with a view 
to arranging a personal meeting between A’JAOTELOPE and A’.'PHODARCH-S to enable 
the Station to check progress of this operation and strengthen our relation- 
ahJ^p with the latter. Progress in this effort will be reported, 
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
